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The described aircraft is a swept-back type of the 1948 model which 
was demonstrated for the first time at the 1948 July Parade o This 
aircraft is very probably a n Lavochkin" type which , however, is reported 
to be a two-seat version* This report unfortunately does not state 
whether this aircraft type is being manufactured in the adjacent plant 0 
According to previous reports on the Gorki airfield and the adjacent 
aircraft plant, this plane is assumed to be manufactured there©
